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PREFACE 

The Department of Investigation and Statistics presents in this re- 
port data on production, number of employes, wage payments, hours of 
labor and accidents in the mines and quarries of Ohio for the year end- 
ing December 31, 191 7. Coal, fire clay and gypsum mines and limestone 
and sandstone quarries are each discussed in separate sections. 

All facts herein set forth were secured from schedules furnished 
by the owners or operators of these mines and quarries, except the data 
relating to accidents in coal mines which was obtained from files carried 
by the Division of Mine Inspection and the Actuarial Division of the In- 
dustrial Commisison/ *£/ / 

Wages for C% * i^Hi employes and payrolls aggregating $51,183,752 
are shown in this report. 

Miss Florence E. Kinnison had charge of the examination and tabu- 
lation of the returns made by the employers of the State and the report 
was prepared by Miss Carrie E. Reid.

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COAL MINES 



PRODUCTION 



Coal production reported to the Department of Investigation and 
Statistics, Ohio Industrial Commission, for the year ending December 
31, 1917, totals 41,677,986 tons, (a) This was 7.6 per cent of the total 
bituminous production for the United States, 551,790,563 tons, as an- 
nounced by the United States Geological Survey, which ranks Ohio as 
the fourth state in quantity of such coal mined. 

The State exceeded its 1916 production by one-fifth (20.7 per cent). 
The largest previous production reported since 1889 occurred in 1913. 
The output in that year was 36,285,468 tons, or 5,392,518 tons less than 
the total production during 191 7. 

Compared with . certain previous five-year production averages, in- 
creases are shown as follows :

There are thirty coal-producing counties in Ohio. Only four of 
these reported decreased production since 1916. They were Guernsey, 
(8.5 per cent) ; Monroe, (31.0 per cent) ; Summit, (22.4 per cent), and 
Wayne, (22.6 per cent). Gallian and Scioto County tripled their produc- 
tion; Perry, Vinton and Washington County doubled their total ton- 
nage; Athens, Carroll, Hocking and Mahoning County exceeded 50 per 
cent gains. 

The greatest col-producing county in the State is Belmont County, 
which reports 11,156,626 tons, or slightly more than one- fourth of Ohio's 
total coal product. Athens County with 6,313,619 tons and Jefferson 
county with 5,742,240 tons, each produced about one-seventh of the 
State's total tonnage. Guernsey County was fourth in point of produc- 
tion, with 4,024,265 tons. In all, ten counties produced each more than 
1,000,000 tons of coal during the year 191 7. In 1916, there were but 
eight counties which did so. Arranged in the order of their relative im- 
portance, they are listed below :

METHOP OF PRODUCTION 

Machine mining produced 35,723,566 tons, or 857 per cent of the 
total production in 1917; pick mining, 4,728,453 tons, or 11.3 per cent; 
and the stripping method was used in the production of 1,225,967 tons, 
or the remaining 3.0 per cent. In 1916 these per cents were respectively, 
91.5, 7.0 and 1.5. The larger reports from pick and stripping mines 
during 1917 were due, no doubt, to the opening of many small and 
abandoned mines, as a part of the national speed program in connection 
with winning the war. 

Only eleven counties reported mining by the stripping method and 
the amounts were negligible except in Harrison and Jefferson County, 
where they were 23.5 per cent and 13.4 per cent of the total tonnage 
of the county. Eight counties — Holmes, Lawrence, Medina, Monroe, 
Scioto, Summit, Trumbull and Washington — reported pick-mining ex- 
clusively. The per cent of machine-mined coal in the ten counties of

The information secured for the year ending December 31, 1917, 
shows that — 

752,762 tons were used in operation of mines. 
1,610,304 tons were used in manufacturing processes in connection with 

mines. 
1,325,162 tons were sold to local trade. 
37,989,698 tons were sold to shipping trade. 

In terms of per cent, approximately 5 per cent of all coal mined 
was used by the operators and 95 per cent offered on the market. 

MINING MACHINES. 

Four hundred and four mines in Ohio used machines in their 19 17 
coal production. Their county distribution is shown in Table 5, page t 
21. They operated 1,743 machines, all but 26 of which were elec 
trically driven. The others had compressed air for their motive power. 

The number of machines in use shows an increase of 143 as com- 
pared with the preceding year and is the largest ever reported. Belmont 
County led with 393 machines ; Jefferson, 255 ; Athens, 228; Guernsey, 
150; Perry, 142; and Tuscarawas, 105. Almost three-fourths of all 
machines reported used were operated in these six counties. 

The average number of tons cut per machine per day and per year 
shows slight increases over 1916, advancing from 100.2 tons per day 
to 100.5 tons an d from 19,737 tons per year to 20,495 tons. 

HAULAGE METHODS. 

More than one-half of the mines in Ohio, 639 of 1,154 from which 
returns were secured, used animals for haulage purposes. Hand haul- 
age is practiced in 194 mines. Motors were used in 121 mines and 30 
others hauled by cable. The remainder, 170 mines, used combinations 
of these various methods. Table 8, page 23, details this information 
by counties. 

CHARACTER OF OPENINGS. 

Coal operators in Ohio are required to describe their mines as to 
character of opening as drift, slope or shaft mines. Of 1,223 mines 
reporting on this point — 

942 were drift openings. 
164 were slope openings. 
117 were shaft openings. 
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TYPES OF VENTILATION. 

Approximately one-third of the coal mines in Ohio have natural 
ventilation, one-third use fans, and about one-half of the remaining 
one- third, use furnace svstems. Fire baskets and exhaust steam were 
reported from only 53 of 1,207 niines. Fifty-five mines reported the 
use of two or more methods of ventilation. 

Compared with 1916, there were increases as follows: in mines 
reporting fan ventilation, 94; reporting furnace ventilation, 62; report- 
ing natural ventilation, 87. 

NUMBER OF EMPLOYES. 

Fifty-one thousand, two hundred and eight-six employes were re- 
ported as the average number engaged in coal mining in Ohio in 191 7. 
One thousand, three hundred and sixty-seven, or 2.7 per cent of these, 
were employed in the 24 stripping mines from which reports were se- 
cured. Pick mines reported 6,923 employes, or 13.5 per cent of the 
total employes in the State. The majority, 42,996 miners, or 83.8 per 
cent, were at work in machine mines. 

Compared with average numbers employed in each of the five pre- 
ceding years, in pick and machine mines, the 19 17 figure of 49,919 

miners is — 

19.9 per cent greater than in 1916 

20.5 per cent greater than in 1915 

6.3 per cent greater than in 1914 

3.1 per cent greater than in 1913 

5.7 per cent greater than in 1912 

It exceeds the average of this five-year period by 10 per cent and 
is the largest number reported since 1904 with but one exception — 
50,267 miners reported in 1908. 

One-third of the thirty coal-producing counties each employed more 
than one thousand miners. Belmont led with 12,079; Athens was second 
with 7,395 ; Jefferson was third with 5,383. Together these three 
counties reported 50 per cent of all employment in this industry. 

Doubling average employment since 19 16 is the record of Gallia, 
Mahoning and Vinton County. Gains greater than one-half were re- 
ported from Carrol, Harrison, Hocking, Lawrence, Muskingum and 
Perry County. 

The 49,919 (a) employes in coal mines were distributed by prin- 
cipal occupation groups as follows:

FLUCTUATION OF EMPLOYMENT. 

The average number of days worked during 19 17 by pick miners in 
pick mines was 188; by loaders in machine mines, it was 204. The cor- 
responding figures for 19 16 were 182 days and 197 days, respectively. 
The irregularity of employment in these two occupations was less than 
at any time since 191 3. Average employment in each county during 1917 
is shown in Table 16, page 30, and for the State in each year since 1904, 
in Table 17, page 31.

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Comparison with the 1916 data on this point reveals that the pro- 
portion of men in this occupation who worked 200 or more days per 
year rose from 54.7 to 62.6 per cent of the total of such employes. 

The month of maximum employment during 191 7 was December, 
when 51,412 employes were on the payrolls of the 1,206 coal mines re- 
porting. Minimum employment occurred in April, when the number of 
employes fell to 41,584. Variation during the year was, therefore 19. 1 
per cent, or about one-fifth of maximum employment. In 1916, it was 
26.9 per cent, or slightly more than one-fourth of that year's maximum. 
For county detail on this subject, consult Table 19, page 33. 

PRODUCTION PKR EMPLOYE. 

A daily average production of 3.9 tons during 1917 was reported 
for pick miners in pick mines; 46.1 tons for machine runners and 
helpers ; and 7.3 tons for loaders, including drillers and shooters. The 
only notable increase is in the last of these figures, which is the highest 
reported in twenty-three years, or since 1895. The daily output of 46.1 
tons for machine runners and helpers is 4.5 tons less than was reported 
for 19 16, but is a slight increase over both their previous five and ten 
year average daily production. 

Pick miners in pick mines exceeded their average annual tonnage 
for 1916 by 74 tons; for 1915 by 142 tons; and for 1914, by 225 tons. 

WAGE AND SALARY PAYMENTS. 

Wage and salary payments in Ohio coal mines during 191 7 totaled 
$44,942,666. Of this amount — 

$44,24-5,175 was paid to wage earners. 
$697,491 was paid to office help. 



Ten of the thirty coal-producing counties each had payrolls larger 
than $1,000,000, and together they reported seven-eighths of the aggre- 
gate payroll in the State. In the order of their comparative importance,

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Classified weekly wages were reported by counties for 52,363 em- 
ployes in and around coal mines, and are shown in full in Table 23, 
page 37. 1.2 per cent of these employes received less than $io per 
week; 5.5 per cent received $io$i5 per week; 12. 1 per cent received 
$i5~$i8 per week; 38.1 per cent received $i8-$25 per week; 33.0 per 
cent received $25-535 per week ; and 10.2 per cent received $35 or more 
per week.

Salaries paid to male and female office help show approximately 
one man in twenty and one woman in seven earning less than $10 per 
week. Twice as large a percentage of men as of 'women earn $25 or 
more per week — 30 per cent in the former case and only 15 per cent 
in the latter. 



NUMBER OF FATAL ACCIDENTS IN COAL MINES. 

The Department of Investigation and Statistics does not now inquire 
into the number, nature nor cost of coal mine accidents in the State. 

Fatalities in all mines are reported to the Chief Mine Inspector, 
who tabulated 113 such accidents during the calendar year 1917. Thirty- 
two lives were lost in Belmont County, eighteen in Jefferson County, 
fifteen in Guernsey County and twelve in Athens County. Fatalities 
only are reported to this official. 
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The Actuarial Division of the Ohio Industrial Commission secures 
information on accidents of all types which occur in mines employing 
five or more persons and appearing, therefore, in the records of firms 
insured under the Workmen's Compensation Act. This annual has for- 
merly carried a full discussion of the causes and character of all these 
classes of accidents, but no data other than that pertaining to fatalities 
could be made available by that Division for this report. 

Seventy-seven death claims were passed upon by the Industrial 
Commission in IQ17, two eases were partially closed, and eighteen others 
were still pending before them at the close of business on Decemhf 
31. 1917. The total awards (medical and hospital bills included) in 
the seventy-nine cases were $246,372.86. Except in the two open cases 
where foreign dependents are involved and future awards may be made, 
this sum ($246,372.86) represents the entire cost to the Compensation 
Fund of these deaths. Their time cost to the coal mining industry can- 
not be computed as the Department of Investigation and Statistics has 
no data on the ages of the workmen who suffered these fatalities. For 
the counties in which these accidents occurred, see Table 25, page 30 

FREQUENCY OK FATAL ACCIDENTS. 

It is elsewhere stated in this report that the total 191 7 coal pro- 
duction was 41,677,986 tons, and the number of employes total 53,670 
persons. The frequency of the 113 fatalities reported to the Chief 
Mine Inspector was. therefore, one to every 475 men employed, and to 
every 368,832 tons of coal mined. The Mine Inspector's figure is given 
preference in computing these proportions because it represents accidents 
actually occurring in the same calendar period as did the employment. 

This is a better record than the mining industry made during the 
previous year, where one man in every 385 men engaged in it was killed 
or one life lost in the production of every 319,690 tons of coal. 

CAUSES OF FATAL ACCIDENTS. 

The ninety-nine fatal accident cases before the Industrial Com 
mission during this period were distributed by cause as follows :

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About five-sixths of these fatal accidents were ascribed to the first 
two causes, somewhat more than one-half of them being due to falls 
of stone, slate or coal and slightly less than one-third to mine cars, 
motors and cages. Fifteen of the thirty coal-producing counties reported 
fatal accidents .during 191 7. Thirteen miners in Belmont County, nine 
in Jefferson County, eight in Athens County, and eight in Guernsey 
County lost their lives by falls of stone, slate or coal. Ten miners 
in Belmont County were struck and killed by mine cars and 
motors. Belmont County's proportion of total number of coal mine 
employes and of total number of fatal accidents was approximately 
one-fourth in each case. A full statement of the causes to which fatal 
accidents in each county were attributed is given in Table 27, page 41.

Three gypsum mines in Erie County and one in Ottawa County 
filed returns with the Industrial Commission on business transacted 
during 1917. 

Their aggregate production was 270,552 tons, a decrease of 3.2 per 
cent from the tonnage of 191 6, but an increase over each other year 
since 191 1. 

These mines paid out $202,977 in wages during the year to 294 
adult male wage earners. Of these —
